‘“‘The LSD experience is so 
far above language that it is 
beyond description.’’ These were 
the words used by Sacramento 
County Tax Assessor Irene Hick- 
man in a speech given to SSC 
students last Thursday. 

According to Dr. Hickman, 
her first and only experience with 
the hallucinatory drug took place 
on Oct 14, 1963 at a research 
clinic in Menlo Park, At thistime, 
she was undergoing training to 
qualify herself to administer LSD 
in the treatment of alcoholics, 
Part of this course of instruction 
involved taking LSD tofamilia- 
rize herself with the experience. 

Dr. Hickman said that the ex- 
periment was carried out under 
the strictest control conditions 
which consisted of a soundproof 
room, soft music, and the com- 
panionship of members of the 
clinic staff. 

She stated that the entire 
‘trip’ last about three hours 
objective time and encompassed 
all the events from the beginning 
of time to the present. During her 
experience, Dr. Hickman said 
that she was able to change into 
many different inanimate objects 
and literally feel what it was like 
to be one of these objects. She 
said that the most important thing 
about the experience was the dis- 
covery that ‘‘nothing matters 
about the individual ego.” 


CRITICIZES STATE 

Dr. Hickman was very critical 
of the state government for its 
outlawing of LSD and feels that 
a very valuable medical tool has 
been removed from the publios 
reach. Dr. Hickman cited a case 
in which a group of 60 alcoholics 
were treated and of that number, 
30 were cured, 

“Liquor interests are behind 
the withdrawal of LSD,” said Dr. 
Hickman. In addition to the pres- 
sure from the powerful liquor 
interests, she feels that the state 
fears its use because the drug 
opposes orthodoxy and repre- 
sents a threat to our organized 
society. 


ADVISES AGAINST USE 

“LSD is not dangerous in its 
pure form’? Dr. Hickman said, 
Nowever, she went on to add that 
pure LSD can be obtained only 
under carefully controlled labor- 
atory conditions and warned 
against the use of ‘‘street 
corner’ LSD which has been 
found to contain many dangerous 
contaminents, Even more dan- 
gerous than this she said was 
the psychological danger re- 
sulting from improper environ- 
mental surroundings and lack of 
professional supervision. 

Dr. Hickman’s speech was 
followed by a question and answer 
period in which students wer 
given an opportunity to questior 
her more Closely on the subject 
of the controversial drug.

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Rafferty Blasts UC Berkeley Campus in Interview 


What is wrong with the Uni- 
versity of California? 

“Sex, Drugs. Treason, I think 
we've got to clean that campus up, 
And I think the people of Cal- 
ifornia strongly agree as is evi- 
denced by the fact that they have 
voted in Mr. Reagan, whe be- 
lieves the same thing, against 
Governor Brown, who apparently 
believed in turning the institution 
over to the inmates,”’ 

These are the words of Dr, 
Max Rafferty, California’s out- 
spoken and often controversial 
Superintendent of Public Instruc- 
tion, as he analyzed the recent 
elections and expounded on the 
“crying shame and dire mess” at 
Berkeley, in an exclusive per- 
sonal interview with Hornet re- 
porter, Angelos N, Malos, 

During one of the most heated 
and bitterly contested guberna- 
torial elections in California his- 
tory, Ronald Reagan was criti- 
cised by his opponent, many 
newspapers and _ independent 
columnists and a few noted ‘vaca- 
tioning’ politicians for making for 
the first time in history, the Uni- 
versity of California and its pro- 
posed investigation a political 
issue. The teapots again whistled 
when Dr. Rafferty, chief of Cal- 
ifornia’s schools and holder of a 
nonpartisan office, publicly ad- 
vocated Mr. Reagan’s election, 

Dr. Rafferty blasted these 
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critics by describing the situation 
as he saw it. ‘‘The people of 
California obviously felt that the 
Berkeley issue had to be cleaned 
up. Since the Regents of the 
University and the administration 
of the University were unwilling 
or unable to clean it up, the people 
decided to clean it up themselves, 
They will undoubtedly do so 
through Mr, Reagan, who made 
this the number one issue of his 
campaign. I may say that I ad- 
vised him to make ii anumber one 
issue, As far as this being polit- 
ical, I fail to see it, This is an 
educational issue, and I’ve never 
commented on anything except 
educational subjects,’’ 
Governor-elect Reagan, who 
now spearheads a political phil- 
osophy which ‘‘is almost dia- 
metrically opposite’’ of that of 
the preceding administration, 
still seeks the investigation of 
the conditions on the Berkeley 
campus, He has recently pro- 
posed that former Central Intel- 
ligence Agency chief John A, 
McCone lead that still vaguely 
defined query. When asked about 
the nature of Reagan’s inquiry, 
Dr, Rafferty surprisingly an- 
swered, “I have no idea, It’s 
not my province to investigate. 
It’ll be the province of the Gov- 
ernor if he decides he wants todo 
it. I’m not so concerned with in- 
vestigating. | know what’s wrong 
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at the University without an in- 
vestigation, What I want to do is 
to get it cleaned up,”’ 

Apparently, Dr. Rafferty, who 
has surveyed the educational 
scene from his present position 
for almost four years, is already 
convinced of the University’s 
shortcomings. This was made 
crystal clear when Dr, Rafferty 
declared, ‘‘I think that what is 
going on at Berkeley is one of 
the greatest crimes against the 
image of a great university that 
has ever occurred on this conti- 
nent, I think that it’s high time 
that people stepped in there with 
brooms and shovels and cleaned 
up that mess, and I hope to be a 
part of helping to do it,’’ 

Dr. Rafferty illustrated his 
point by citing some of the most 
glaring irregularities one would 
see if taking ‘‘a little walking 
tour around that campus for about 
ten minutes, if you can stand it 
for ten minutes, Tables advo- 
cating filthy literature, with peo- 
ple advocating give blood to the 
Viet Cong so they can murder 
American prisoners, with people 
circulating obscene materials, 
and preaching for the injestion of 
LSD, and the tearing up of draft 
cards, and the lying down in the 
front of troop trains.’’ 

Rebutting his loquacious cri- 
tics, the Superintendent reiter- 
ated the basic purpose of any 
university, which has been lack- 
ing in most examinations of this 
subject, and the tools required 
with which to best implement this 
purpose, ‘‘The problem is going 
to be whether the authorities 
there are willing to clean that 
mess up, And if by doing this, 
we have to step in there and set 
policies which demand that the 
University maintain its orderly, 
scholarly and dignified functions 
in the face of all attempts to sub- 
vert those functions, that it con- 
tinue its process of seeking even- 
handedly and with dignity after the 
truth, which is the only reason for 
a university to exist, then these 
policies are going to have to set, 
and somebody is going to have to 
maintain them, I’m prepared to 
vote for those policies asa mem- 
ber of the Regents, As a matter 
of fact, I’ve done so, So far, I 
haven’t been able to get enough 
people to join with me,’’ 

He then contrasted this pur- 
pose with the activities at UC. 
‘I do not believe that a univer- 
sity exists to try to set up unil- 
aterally a new social, economic 
or political order for the nation. 
I do not believe that a univer- 
sity exists to arm and finance 
illegal and criminal enterprises 
directed against surrounding 
American communities, And I do 
not believe either that the univer - 
sity exists to serve as an ornitho- 
logical sanctuary of ‘odd birds’ 
especially when many of those 
‘odd birds’ are not only odd but 
dirty in every sense,” 

However, some members of 
the California Board of Edu- 
cation, which has been Dr, Raf- 
ferty’s chief sparring partner 
during his tenure, have blasted 
him, charging that he will now 
attempt to make the Board a- 
‘rubber stamp’, sanctioning his 
every move, To accomplish this, 
they claim that Dr, Rafferty, 
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whose word supposedly carries 
great weight with the Governor- 
elect, will ask Reagan to re- 
place them with those whose 
views coincide with his, As state 
law now reads, the members of 
the State Board of Education, 
which sets California’s educa- 
tional policies, are appointed by 
the Governor, while the State 
Superintendent of Public Instruc- 
tion, who carries out these poli- 
cies, is elected by the people. 

However, Dr. Rafferty rebut- 
ted these claims, even before they 
were made, by surprisingly but 
logically offering a reasonable, 
yet little considered, solution 
to this glaring constitutional in- 
equity, ‘‘I have always felt that 
the State Board of Education 
should be elected from geographi- 
cal regions of the state by the 
people themselves, just as 
the State Board of Equalization 
has always been elected, When 
that is done, and if it is done, 
I will try to get the people to 
vote in a constitutional amend- 
ment to make my office appoint- 
ive.” 

Dr, Rafferty then turned to 
the question of the power, res- 
ponsibility, and retention of the 
chancellors of the individual cam- 
puses, Recently, the Regents re- 
affirmed university policy that 
the chancellors should determine 
which theatrical groups should 
perform on the nine campuses, 
even the controversial San Fran- 
cisco Mime Troupe, In reference 
to this and whether this policy 
should apply to all personalities 
and groups, the Superintendent 
remarked, ‘‘ You can’t set up de- 
tailed policies that are going to 
cover the multitudinous and highly 
complex situations that may arise 
daily on a whole group of cam- 
puses such as the state university 
has.” 

However, Dr, Rafferty quali- 
fied his statement, in referring 
to the chancellor’s control of his 
campus and the prevention of a 
campus “‘beer garden and a show 
for topless dancers,’”’ He de- 
clared, ‘‘In addition to giving the 
chancellor full power, and I’m 
all for this, and getting off his 
back too in the meantime, and 
I’m for that also, I think that 
about once a year that chancel- 
lor had better be called in by 
the Regents; and I think they 
ought to go over his record for 
the past twelve months with a 
‘fine-tooth comb.’ And, if they 
find that he has not done what 
he should, if he ha. allowed his 
campus to become a beer garden 
and a show for topless dancers, 
and this sort of thing, which one 
or two of those campuses have 
become, then I think we ought to 
fire that chancellor, out of hand, 
and get a new one that will bring 
some law and order and some 
decent, dignified scholarship into 
a chaotic situation, 

‘*In short, my theory of school 
administration is to give the ad- 
ministrator his head, give him the 
power he needs, give him the re- 
sponsibility he requires, get away 
and leave him alone and let him 
work out his own problems, But 
once in a while, a day of reckon- 
ing arrives. when he has to be 
evaluated and judged by the people 
who employ him, And when that 
time comes, the judging should be

stern, and it should be fair, If he 
has ‘cut the mustard,’ he should 
be praised publicly and given a 
raise, If he hasn’t done it, he 
should be gotten rid of, and some- 
body eise brought in who can do 
the job.” 

Recently, controversial Black 
Power advocate, Stokely Car- 
michael, who appeared at SSC 
only last week, was the subject of 
a debate about his appearance at 
the Greek Theater at Berkeley. 
When asked if law enforcement 
agencies should be consulted be- 
fore personalities appear on 
campus, Dr, Rafferty candidly 
commented, ‘Well, I certainly 
would think you better consult 
your law enforcement agencies 
before you set up any kind of sit- 
uation that’s apt to result in a 
riot, That is, unless, you are the 
kind of people who rejoice in 
rioting, which I don’t believe for 
one moment, 

“My theory of people ap- 
pearing on university, tax-sup- 
ported campuses isavery simple 
one, If the purpose serves an edu- 
cational function, if it isa proper 
and appropriate part of the uni- 
versity’s eternal search even- 
handedly after the truth, if it fits 
into the curriculum of the univer- 
sity, in short, if it serves a schol- 
arly and academic function, then 
anyone should appear on the cam- 
pus at the invitation of the univer- 
sity authorities, 

Dr. Rafferty, however, blasted 
out against the ‘‘constant repeti- 
tion of one point of view.” The 
Superintendent contended that 
there should be ‘‘controls set up 
so that, if he is the representative 
of one ‘way out’ point of view, 
then, very promptly, he will be 
rebutted by an equally able and 
prestigious representative of ex- 
actly the opposite point of view. 
This is one of the purposes of the 
university, to pursue the truth, 
and the best way to do this is by 
having many points of view repre- 
sented for the undergraduates, 
The thing that I’m a little bit 
‘bugged’ about, as the kids say 
these days, is the constant repeti- 
tion of one point of view on some 
of our campuses, I thing we’re 
pretty we'l loaded on one side 
now, particularly at the Univer- 
sity of California at Berkeley, 
with the ‘way out’ leftist point of 
view, And | thing everybody in 
California agrees.”’ 

Alluding the the Freespeech 
Movement, Dr. Rafferty answered 
whether he felt that the colleges 
and universities, in general, per- 
haps excluding Berkeley and 
other such controversial cam- 
puses, have become more liberal 
in their approach to teaching, 
their personalities on campus, 
their administrative policies and 
how he looked on these changes. 
He openly replied, ‘‘I don’t know 
whether they’ve become more 
liberal, whatever that word 
means, I think the colleges and 
universities have always been 
havens of free speech, This so- 
called Freespeech Movement at 
Berkeley was one of the most ri- 
diculous appelations that any 
movement ever got, because if 
there was one thing that they had 
no shortage of at Berkeley, it 
was free speech, They had it 
not only coming out of their 
mouths but out of their ears, I 
think that colleges and univer- 
sities in America have always en- 
joyed this sort of thing, andI hope 
that they always will,”’

In the open division Dave 
Bailey of SSC was beaten by 
Maxwell of Chico 1-3 in the sec- 
ond period. Bailey was then beat- 
en by Conlras 2-1. 

Bob Baird, 191 pounder, SSC, 
pinned Nelson, of the University 
of California at Berkeley, in the 
second period, He was then de- 
feated by Kline of Cal Poly, San 
Luis Obispo 5-0. Kline was the 
eventual winner in that weight 
class, while Baird pinned Bank- 
son, San Francisco State, and 
Russ, UCD, for third place.

CUMMINGS, MODENA HEAD LIST 

Heading the list of Hornets named to the all-conference team are 
Davie Cummings and Lou Modena, the only players to be named to 
both the offensive and defensive all-star squads, 

Cummings, a 5-11, 215 pound senior from Sacramento, was 
named to the second team offensive unit as an end, and to the first 
team defensive unit as a tackle, Cummings was also voted the out- 
standing defensive lineman at SSC by players and coaches last week. 

Modena, who hails from Castroville, is a 5-7, 185 pound senior, 
FWC coaches picked him as a linebacker on defense and a guard on the 
second team offensive team, Modena was voted SSC’s top offensive 
lineman of the year. 


NICHOLAS ONLY JUNIOR 

Al Nicholas, a 6-1, 215 pound junior halfback, was the only

Marat/Sade Is A Successful 
Departure From Tried And True 


BY RICHARD ANDERSON 


A hearty round of applause 
is due the Sacramento State 
Drama Department, Not neces- 
sarily because of the quality of 
production, but because they 
dared produce ‘‘Marat/Sade.’’ 
This play is indicative of the 
forward trends in theater and it 
is reassuring to know that we 
are not to be left behind. It 
is a bold step to present this 
controversial play for a normal- 
ly conservative and sentimental 
audience, 

Many reviewers, uncertain of 
their feelings for this play, use 
much of their space in retelling 
the plot. Instead of commenting 
on the quality of performance, 
they try to analyze the script. 
What they should realize is that 
the script is the major flaw in 
the show. It is not an easily 
playable script. The first act 
especially is much more vivid 
in the reader’s mind than it is 
when enacted on the stage. 

The SSC production is 4 case 
in point, The first act was a 
full thirty minutes too long. The 
pace was so slow that there is 
a question in my mind as to 
whether those who left during the 
intermission were offended by 
what they saw or were merely 
bored. This is not so with the 
second act. Here the action 
picks up, But how may have 
we lost in the mean time? 

Since I have rebelled against 
my colleagues from the outset, 
let me continue to do so by men- 
tioning the set first. The con- 
struction on stage of the bath- 
house of the Charenton Asylum 
is one of the best accomplish- 
ments of scenic design that I 
have seen, It went beyond the 
bounds of a setpiece and became

the bathhouse itself. Never did 
it battle with the audience for 
attention. it was felt rather 
than seen. Its depressive and 
oppressive qualities were the 
perfect compliment to the actions 
it surrounded, 

Worthy of a commendation 
of its own is the music of Rich- 
ard Peaslee. I am sure that 
it was mere oversight that he 
was not credited on the program, 
So well did it fit the production 
that you were never aware of the 
**songs’’ but accepted them as a 
natural part of the proceedings. 

The costumes of the inmates 
were what we would expect had 
they adorned themselves. The 
clothes of the Coulmiers’ were 
elegant and fitting. One almost 
wishes that the entire audience 
could have been fitted in like 
manner. 

In general, the acting 
deserves congratulatory re- 
marks, Charles Evans as the 


Margui's de Sade has built a 
consistent and fitting character 
for the author of the play within 


the play. Only one fault can 
we fin) with his portrayal. The 
longer speeches that he must 
deliver \end to bog down because 
of the cleliberate nature of de 
Sade, 

Norman Sabowitz excelled as 
Marat — due in no small part to 
his excellent timing and sense of 
the importance his role held. I 
hope we will s¢e more of him in 
the future, 

Of the major supports, 
Marilyn Holt (Charlotte Corday),

STANFORD GREEKS ADOPT 
OPEN MEMBERSHIP 


STANFORD, Calif. (CPS)—Is 
a fraternity a fraternity if it 
doesn’t use the blackball? 

In a surprise move, Beta Chi 
fraternity at Stanford University 
voted to abolish its selective sys- 
tem of choosing new members. 
Radically breaking from tradi- 
tional procedure, the fraternity 
opened its doors to anyone con- 
nected with the University, in- 
cluding women, faculty members, 
graduate students and adminis- 
trators. 

On October 17, over three- 
quarters of the house’s 55 mem- 
bers rejected selection proced- 
ures currently employed by all 
Stanford fraternities. Members 
instructed their executive com- 
mittee to draw up plans allowing 
any interested member of the 
Stanford community to become a 
member of Beta Chi. Interest in 
the house’s activities and pay- 
ment of dues were the only stip- 
ulated prerequisites to member- 


ship. 
The Interfraternity Council 
president said, ‘‘We welcome 


Beta Chi’s move with open arms. 
We know they’ve done a lot of 
serious thinking about this.’’ 

Dick Williams, president of 
Beta Chi, expressed dissatis- 
faction with the Council. He said 
that he would stay in IFC for 
the quarter term only to see 
whether other member houses 
were sincere in their recently 
professed desire to renew em- 
phasis on education among the 
campus’ fraternities. 

Williams said Beta Chi’s move 
was in protest against the black- 
ball system and exclusive selec- 
tive living. Intellectual fraternity

Fraternities, including Beta 
Chi, have traditionally been in- 
ward-oriented, Williams said, 
and the house’s intention now is 
to become a greater part in the 
University community. 

Williams cited recent talks at 
Beta Chi, led by a U.S, labor 
attache stationed in Venezuela, a 
history professor, and a dean of 
students, as evidence of the frat- 
ernity’s efforts to emphasize cul- 
tural and intellectual activities. 

Of the other 24 fraternity 
presidents at Stanford, 16 stated 
that Beta Chi’s revised member 
selection pelicy would not be a 
threat to the fraternity system. 
They added, however, that their 
houses would not consider such 
a move in the near future. 

Although some of the presi- 
dents admired the move, others 
criticized Beta Chi as being 
either too farsighted or too pro- 
gressive, Several said that Beta 
Chi was no longer a real frater- 
nity, but a dormitory with Greek 
letters. 

Williams blamed fraternities’ 
resistance to change on an over- 
reliance on national fraternity 
leadership. 

Beta Chi, formerly Beta Chi 
chapter of Sigma Nu fraternity, 
went local in 1962.

Dismal if the only word that 
adequately describes J.D. Salin- 
ger’s book, ‘‘Franny and Zooey,”’ 

The appearance of this per- 
version of the brilliant character 
study of ‘The Catcher in the Rye’’ 
is ample testimony that Salinger 
has succumbed to that most fear - 
some and incurable of diseases, 
writer’s rut, 

The whole abortion isa sort of 
botched-up parody of Holden 
Caulfield’s renowned troubles, 
The characters argue violently 
over the most trivial of things, 
and they curse and mutter ‘at 
each other at the slightest excuse, 
They all carry enormous chips 
on their shoulders that Salinger 
never adequately gives reasons 
for, They have no emotional at- 
tachment for anyone but them- 
selves, but somehow, Salinger 
never manages to put the whole 
thing across in the powerful mode 
of ‘“‘Catcher.’’ Instead, one gets 
the impression that ‘‘Franny and 
Zooey”? was a sort of test run 
that miscarried and Salinger de- 
cided to publish anyway. 

It is to his discredit even if 
the characters are disregarded 
as merely psycho-sociological 
freaks, for the book’s plot is 
badly muddled, uninteresting, and 
hangs together horribly asa unit. 
Salinger is a lot better at his 
dull short-stories than at novel- 
length works; he has apparently 
become so infaruated with his 
success of ‘‘The Catcher in the 
Rye”? that he has allowed that 
success to trap and smother him 
both stylistically and mechan- 
ically, Some kind soul should go 
forth and tell him so, or his in- 
evitable final suffocation will not 
be greatly mourned at all,
